The second Cinemascope 
sngau to rench ‘the Colony 
becomes, automatically, the 
most important film event 
of the week by virtue of 
{ts very width. Surprising- 
ly it is not “HOW TO 
MARRY A MILLION- 
AIRE,” but the fourth film 
to be made by Twentieth 
Century Fox in this new 
and exciting medium, 
“KING OF THE KHYBER 
RIFLES.” 

This is in itself a pity: 
ft would seem better pre- 
sentation not to follow such 
a supreme drama as “THE 
ROBE” with anything but 
absolute contrast in order 
to avold all possibility of 
adverse comparison. And, 
while I complained bitterly 
of the trailer of “HOW TO 
MARRY A MILLION- 
AIRE” as an introduction 
to “THE ROBE,” it is a 
bauble we are probably all 
looking forward to, and 
perfectly suited to this in- 
stance. 

Twas relleved that the fantasti: 
noise of the stereophonie sound 
had been toned dow when 1 saa 
“KING OF THE KHYBER 
RIFLES"—sometimes the dia- 
logue had evon disappeared! 
Cloamascope itself remains a 
tremendous spectacle, and in this 
movie it has the beautiful moun- 
tain sccnery to portray in all Sts 
grandeur, And jvhere the photo- 
graphy was dome on location. the 
effect Js rea} cmd, lovely. 

However, onse more the back- 
drops are more than no‘iecable. 
It Js diMcult, to sce what Cinema- 
scope able to do about 
this great fault. Obviously film 
makers are forced to use these 
Mitlo preg ted at times, but 
now they show up with such 
clarity that they become a con- 
stant reminder of the unreallty 
of ae scene before us.

The story (an: old one 
to filmgoers) is enacted in India 
tn 1831, Dut it Is so full of in- 
accuracies and misrepresentations 
that Lt Js better to try and forget 
thma, place and persomniities and 
enjoy the actlon and the blood- 
shed blandly—as most of the 
audiences will with no prompting 
from me. 

There will be audienca:—many, 
many of them—and deservedly 
s0 for as a produccion this ple- 
ture Js magnificent. Though | 
cannot understand why it fs 
necessary to pile horror upon 
grisly horror In order to cate 
tain. 

Must blood flow quite so 
liberally? 1 have long ceased to 
wonder at the popular appeal 
of public executions — in this 
enlightened day and age they 
can be witnessed on a far gran- 
der scale tn almost any cinema. 
There's progress for you! 

Tyrone Power plays the part 
of Captain King with his usual 
dignity, sincerity and skill, He 
catches and carries the 
sympathies through this part of 
the son of an English Major

For many years now the 
faking of rare and priceless 
objects of art, whether pleces of 
pottery, carvings, paintings, ond 
even old bones, has becn more 
rife than Is generally supposed 
und has provided a lucrative 
Income. for the unscrupulous. 
Indeed, the copying of antique 
furniture and old master palnt- 
ings has been reduced to a fine 
art by those engaged in the 
most profitable of rackets, and 
many’ on expert hes been taken 
in by the clever frauds. 


The famous patnter Augustus 
John once declared that Corot 
painted 600, pictures and that 
there were five thousand of 
them in‘ the United Btates! 

Even in the more recent days 
of detection of fakes by the 
modern scientific process of 
using infra-red rays, which make 
it ensy to differentiate between 
the pigmenta employed by 17th 
century painters and those used 
today, Dutch artist Hans Van 
Me deceived the eminent 
Dutch gallerfes with his faked 
Vermecrs and Pleter de Hooches, 
and faked In o cool £800,000 
before he was exposed us onc 
of the cleverest frauds ever, 


Vivid Colours 


The exquisitely vivid colours 
ef the Vermeers were thought 
ty be unequalled, but Mecgeren 
matched them with his own 
amozing, materials and went onc 
better by manufacturing canvas 
squares that really looked the 
genuine thing. A brilliant artist 
himself and an expert on the 
works of Dutch painters, 
Meegeren euperbly faked the 
Vermeer “The Disciples at 
Emmaus" and “The Anointment 
of the Feet,” acclaimed as two 
of the long-lost masterpieces of 
the most meticulous of all the 
Dutch painters. 

When tis ptosecutors express- 
ed doubts wo to Mecgeren’s 
capatiiities _ of producing such 
masierly copies, the offzred to 
do so’in his cell under expert 
supervition and promptly 
whisked off further copies which 
appeared to be iike, the originals.

It was learned after the game 
that the referee bad ordered 
the kick to be retaken because 
there was encroachment within 
ten yords of the ball before the 
kick was taken... AND IN 
THIS THE REFEREE WAS 
ABSOLUTELY CORRECT. 


However... .and this ts where 
the real Interest In the situation 
arises... ,even if there had been 
no encroachment, Lee Tal-fat's 
Nine shot would not huve count- 
ed as ow goal, The decision 
would have been a goal kick, 
for the original foul was for 
obstruction, and the award was 
an indirect free-kick 


There is no doubt in anyone's 
mind who saw the game that 
Lee Tai-fai thought he could 
score from the award, and 
similarly there is no doubt thal 
the referee did not tell him that 
he could not score. 


Now there is no question of 
the referce being wrong for he 
ls not compelled to explain hls 
awards to the players, but I 
believe that it is both helpful 
and judiclous for the referee to 
te}l the players when he awards 
an indirect free kick. In this 
particular case It was obvious 
that the defenders, took up posi- 
tion to uvert a gonl being scored 
ne the result of a direct drive 
and, what js more, in my 
opinion Lee Tul-fai still tried to 
seere wilh his secur! attempt

The Labour Department 
disclosed today that 300,000 
factory workera were laid 
off between the middie of 
December and the middle 
of January, the sharpest 
American seasonal employ- 
ment decline in five years. 

This reduced manufacturing 
employment to 16,000,000, or 
971,000 below Jonuary, 1953,
